WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—The treaty is 
Yatified by three majority more than the 
necessary two-thirds of the Senate. 

The vote was first taken on an amend- 
ment to make the Philippine article of the 
treaty like that relating to Cuba for re- 
linguishment of sovereignty instead of ac- 
tual cession of the islands. The amendment 
was defeated and the vote was then taken 
on the treaty. 


The treaty was concluded at Paris, Dec. 
10, 1898. Its terms provide that it must be 
ratified within six months from draft by 
the President of the United States by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and by the Queen Regent of Spain. The 
treaty was submitted to the Senate by the 
President on Jan. 6, 1899. 

Mr. Gorman opened the debate prior to 
the vote on the treaty this afternoon, |

The pith of the treaty of Paris lies in 
artiele 3, which says: 

**Spain cedes to the United States the ar- 
chipelago known as the Philippine Islands. 
The United States will pay to Spain the 
sum of $20,000,000 within three months 
after the exchange of the ratification of 
this treaty.’’ 

Oppunents of the treaty have sought to 
substitute for this article one in which, 
instead. of ‘“‘ceding’’ the islands to the 
United States, Spain would simply ‘‘relin- 

. quish all sovereignty over the islands,”’ as 
in the case of Cuba. 

They also endeavored to have the Senate 
pass a resolution declaring that the United 
States do not propose to retain possession

FRENCH OFFICER A TRAITOR. 


His Correspondence Is Seized and He 
Is Placed Under Arrest 
in Paris. 


PARIS, Feb. 6.—The Paris police have ar- 
rested a former lieutenant of French in- 
fantry for whom a warrant had been is- 
sued at Nancy on the charge of carrying 
on an illicit correspondence with a foreign 
government, involving secrets. The man's 


'name is Durand and he had described him-

FILIPINOS WILL BE CRUSHED. 


The Policy of Pacification Is to Be 
Dropped at Once. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—From a Cabinet 
officer very close to the President it is 
learned that the policy of pacification will 
be dropped now and the Filipinos will be 
treated as rebels. The President will deal 
with them only through the army and 
navy. ‘ 

The fight is a direct result of the failure 
of the Lloilo expedition, 

When the Filip:nos refused to permit a 
landing there, Gen. Miller was ordered to 
use force if necessary. 

Hefore he got these orders they were 
countermanded by President McKinley 
himself, who objected to force, fearing the 
Senate would reject the peace treaty. This 
Was against the advice of all experienced 
army officers, who insisted that to with- 
draw the expedition without landing wouid 
cause a revolt. among the natives. 

The President gave no heed to this, and 
ineisted on trying the experiment of pacili- 
cation and conc.liation. 

It is conceded that a huge blunder was 
made when the American commander at 
Man:la was not ordered to force the Fili- 
pinos to surrender their arms immediately 
upon the surrender of the Spanish forces. 

Mne deplorable affair is a startling ver:- 
fieation of the. Post-Dispatch dispatches 
that the true situation at Man‘la was be 
ing suppressed. 

Day after day Adjutant-General Corbin 
announced that everything was quiet there, 
zet when the terrible news came he brazen- 

> paid: 


y said: 

“The information from Admiral Dewey‘ 
did not surprise the War Department. We 
have been expecting it for some days. For 
this reason, and in view of the recent di‘s- 
patches from Gen, Otis, I feel sure he was 
Well prepared to meet the insurgent attack. 

The Filipinos did not surprise him. As 
the attack began at 8 o'clock at night, it 
plainly was intended to be a surprise, but 
the manner in which it is agreed the fight 
progressed shows Gen, Otis was prepared 
for an attack.” 

It is known that the President issued the 
most str.ngent orders about the making 
public of dispatches from Manila, either 
Admiral Dewey's or Gen. Otis’. Matter 
Ziven out has been from reassuring cable+ 
Grams -which the officials have ingisted 
were rece.ved dadly. 

For more than three weeks Gen. Otis. has 
cabled the situation twice and often four 
times daily. In. his dispatches he has 
6tated that a conflict with the insurgents 
was unavoidable and that it might occur 
atany time. The officials of both the War 
and Navy Departments have been suppress- 
ing the true situation. 

Iiven yesterday it required the strongest 
possible persuasion from Seeretary Long 
to obtain the President's. consent to letting 
the actual situation become known. 

A high army officer, just back from the 
Philippines, said to-day: 

“The Filip'nos muet be governed either 
by great kindness or through extreme fear. 
There is no middle ground. 

“If they decide to fight it will require 
years to exterminate them, and this_is the 
only method that will insure pacification.

the north and east.. e distance between 
Calooean and Paco, the extreme points of 
the fighting, is six miles. Caloocan is the 
most northerly of the insurgent outposts. 
This is the town spoken of in the manila 
dispatch as baving been bombarded by the 
Charleston and Concord. Dr. Luna claimed 
that it was impossible for the American 
shells to have done any damage there, as 
the place is protected from the bay by a 
range of hills; furthermore, the American 
ships, he said could not take up a position 
close to the shore, owing to shallow water 
in that vicinity. Ball-Balik, where the in- 
surgents had two fleld pieces, les to the 
east of Calcoocan, and much nearer to the 
American lines, being close to Pandacan 
and Paco. These two small towns are a 
very short distance from Tondo, the Amer- 
ican outpost, and almgst directly west of 
Sauta Mesa.. They are om a road running 
westward from Manila. 
The position which the Americans held at 
the beginning of the fight, Dr. Luna claims, 
were formerly occupied by the Filipinos. 
At the siege of Manila, he says, the natives 
drove the Spaniards from these positions 
and took possession of them, but finally 
gave them up at the request of Gen. Otis, 
falling back about a mile, where they es- 
tablished new defenses. Some of these 
were captured by the Americans yesterday 
Adjutant General Corbin, after reading 
the dispatches, expressed the opinion that 
practically all of the troops now there were 
engaged in the battle. From a general 
knowledge of the location of the American 
troops, and with the aid of a military map. 
he believed that the men were stretched 
out in a line that extended probably four- 
teen miles to the north, east and south of 
'the city. Confronting them were the _ in- 
surgent outposts and strongholds. The 
military maps are rather incomplete for 
a careful study of the battle as told in the 
press dispatches, only four or five of the 
points mertioned being indicated. 
Caloocan, where much of the fighting oc- 
curred. is about five miles north of Manila, 
and a short distance inland, apparently 
something more than a mile. Malabona is 
about two miles to the northwest of Caloo- 
can ard on the water front. It was from 
this place that the cruiser Charleston and 
the gunboat Concord opened fire on the 
Filipinos at Caloocan. Paco, one of the 
villages where the California and Wash- 
ington regiments made a splerdid showing, 
is a suburb a mile from Manila. It appears 
to be a well laid out town, with streets 
after the American fashion, and is to the 
southeast of the City of Manila, just near 
the Pasig River. Malate, from which the 
Monitor Monadnock opened fire, is about 
two miles south of the capital city, along 
the coast of the Bay of Manila. 


THE CONTENDING FORCES. 


Strength of the American and Filipino 
Armies at Manila. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The forces un- 
der command of Gen. Otis, as shown by 
the records of the Adjutant-General’s of- 
fice, Dec. 10, the date of the last report, 
were 21,649 troops, and of these there were 
present for duty 19,516 men, This command 
is composed of the following organizations: 

Company A, United States Engineer Bat- 
talion; Companies C, E, G, I, K and L, 
Fourth United States Cavalry; troops of 
Nevada Cavalry; Companies G, H, K and I 
of the Tgird and D and G of the Sixth 
United S.rates Artillery; Companies A and 
D of the California and A and B of the 
Utah Artillery, and the First Wyoming 
Battery; Third and Fourth United States 
Infantry; the Fourteenth and headquarters 
and Companies B, D, F, H, I, K, L and M 
of the Seventeenth United States Infantry; 
the Eighteenth, Twentieth and Twenty- 
third United States Infantry; the First 
California; the First Colorado; the First 
Idaho; the Fifty-first lowa; the Twentieth 
Kansas; the Thirteenth Minnesota; the 
First Montana; the First Nebraska; the 

‘irst North Dakota; the Second Oregon; 
the Tenth Pennsylvania; the First South 
Dakota; the First Tennessee; the First 
Washington and the First Wyoming Regi- 
ments of Volunteer Infantry. 

A portion of this force, the Eighteenth 
Infantry and a battery of artillery, are at 
lloilo, where Gen. Miller was sent a month 
or more ago. 

Approximately 6000 men are on their way 
to join Gen, Otis in four separate exped:- 
tions, though none is expected to reach 
Manila for three weeks or a month. There 
are the Fourth and,four companies of the 
Seventeenth Infantry, 1728 men, under Gen. 
Lawton, which sailed from Gibraltar last 
Friday: the Twentieth Infantry comprising 
37 ofticers and 1268 men, under Gen. Whea- 
ton, which left San Francisco January 27; 
the Twentv-second Infantry. in command 
of Col. Egbert, which left San Francisco 
early in the present month, and 2000 men 
and officers of the Third and Seventeenth 
United States regiments of infantry, which 
left New York on Friday on the Sherman. 

With the vessels he now has and those 
about to join him Dewey will have 21 ships 
of various types. Of full-fledged warships 
he. now has nine, as follows: 

The flagship Olympia, the Boston, Balti- 
more, Charleston, -Concord, Monadnock, 
Monterey, Petrel and the Buffalo. 

He also has three armed supply ships 
which are as effective as a warship, almost, 
in attacking troops outside of fortifications 
and in maintaining the blockade. They 
are the Culgoa, the Nanshan and Zafiro. 
The vessels on the way to join Dewey are 
the gunboat Helena; now at Colombo; the 
Castine, at Gibraltar; the Princeton, due 
at Port Said Tuesday; the Bennington, the 
Brutus and the Yorktown, probably at 
Guam on their way to Manila; the hattle- 
ship Oregon and the waterboat Iris, at 
Honolulu. 

No one here knows the reai strength of 
the insurgents opposed to Gen, Otis, The

and none of them comes from 
sources. Still, the best belief of the au- 
thorities at the War Department is that 


are not comparable to the American forces 
in personnel, discipline or quality of arms. 
It is known that they have some Mausers. 
some Remingtons and a variety of other 
firearms, and it is suspected they have been 
quite plentifully supplied with ammunition 
from outside sources. Taken as a whole 
this armament is decidedly inferior to that 
of the American troops. 

Then, with inexperienced officers—in many

Col. Smith a Prominent Architect Be- 
fore He Joined the Volunteers.

Saturday from apoplexy in Manila, was a 
native of Virginia and served wth distinc- 
tien in the Confederate army in a Virginia 
regiment. He was about 60 years of age 
and leaves a wife and several children, 
who are now with ygelatives in. Virginia. 
Col. Sm’th was an architect of note, and 
many important structures in this city 
were constructed by him, including ‘he 
Parthenon at the Centennial Exposition. 


MORE TROOPS AND SHIPS. 


Reinforcements Will Be Forwarded to 
Otis and Dewey. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Serious consid- 
eration has been given by the President to 
the advisability of strongly reinforcing the 
land and naval forces at Manila. 

The battleship Oregon, accompanied by 
the collier Scandia and wire ship Iris, 
is about due at Honolulu, and after coaling 
she will continue on her way to Manila. The 
battleship lowa and the collier Justin are 
nt Magdalena Bay on their way to Mare 
Island navy yard, where the machinery of 
the battleship will be repaired as rapidly 
ns possible, and she will pzoceed to Hono- 
lulu aS promptly as possible. At that point 
ehe will be available for service on the Asi- 
atic station and will, it is now expected, be 
directed to join Rear-Admiral Dewey's.com- 
mand. Reinforced by these two vessels, 
Rear-Admiral Dewey will have a squadron 
Vastly superior to that of Germany and 
only a little below in strength to that of 
Great Britain in Eastern waters.

“WE MUST USE A STRONG HAND” 


Gen. Merritt Says He Could Whip the 
Filipinos in Half a Day. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—In an _ interview 

‘given out:te*the Associated Press in this 

city, Maj. Gen. Wesley Merritt, who com- 


manded the American forces in the Philip- 
pines for a time, says: 

“The insurgents have the habit of attack- 
ing their enemies at night. It was so when 
I was there You will see they will try it 
again to-night. I think there 1s no use in 
temporizing with them. The Filipinos are 
apt to imagine that a temporizing policy 
indicates fear. 

“It is a strange fact that all our fighting 
is done on Swhday, even in the Far East. 
This seems:to be our fate. I think that 
they could not do much by attacking our 
troops on the north. On the south they 
might attac with more success. The 
southeast of the bay is under the guns of 
the navy.” 

He was asked how large he thought the 
Filip'no army is, and he estimated when he 
was there that they had from 12,000 to 15.000 
men. He arrived at this ‘estimate, he ex- 
plained, by counting the rifles. 

The insurgents, he said, fight in a rather 

eculiar way. A man, for example, stays 
na trench for 48 hours and then is relieved 
by another man, who uses the same gun. 
It is, therefore, quite probable that the 
Filipinos are.much greater in number than 
the rifles which he counted. 

he continued, ‘‘that 


“T have no doubt.” 
since I left there much ammunition has 
been smuggled to them by the Spaniards 
from Hong Kong. ‘They have about 2000 
pieces from. the Spanish deserters, I knew. 
Probably they are now well supplied with 
guns. 

‘“‘My estimate has been and is now that 
25,000 to 30,000 men can cope with the Filip- 
inos. Two-thirds of this number might be 
natives. The experience of the English 
with their colonies shows us that good sol- 
diers can be made of the colonists by man- 
ning them with efficient officers.”’ 

The General was asked if he had any 
reason to fear at the time he was in Ma- 
nila that the Filipinos would attack Ma- 
nila. He replied: 

“No, I never thought they would attatk 
us. I think they have been led to this by 
events that. have taken plaee since.”’ 

He said he did-not wish to be understood 
as criticising the present military surveil- 
lance of the Philipvines, but it was his 
opinion that the holding in abeyance of the 
treaty of peace may have influenced the in- 
surgents to make this attack. 

Gen. Merritt spoke of the excellent troops 
that are in Manila and its suburbs: He 
referred particularly to the First Minne- 
sota, commanded by Gen. Reeve, and the 
Colorado regiment, commanded by _ Col. 
Hale, a graduate of West Point, and who 
has a superb staff of officers, and also of 
the California regiment, which, he said, is 
made up of magnificent men. 

Gen. Merritt said that when he was in 
Manila he was of the opinion that he could 
have “cleaned out’ the insurgents in half 
a day if he had omders to force the fighting. 
He spoke of the preparations which Ad- 
miral Dewey had made during his stay 
there for. a possible attack upon the army. 
They. never had been needed, however. He 
thought that one good lesson would be suf- 
ficient. 

Gon Merritt apoke of the swampy en- 
vironment of Man‘la,and the difficulty to 
be encountered by our troops. He said the 
roads are about feet wide and are 
known as causeways. On either side are 
rice fields. There are also bamboo hedges. 

Brigadier-General Francie V. Greene de- 
clined to discuss the outbreak.

ENGLAND LOSES REVENUE BY RE- 
TURN OF AMERICAN STOCKS, 


A BIG CRASH IS EXPECTED. 


We Are Getting Back Dividend-Paying 
Shares While London Specu- 
- lates in Kaffirs. 


LONDON ,Feb.6.—No sooner have we got 
a 8 per cent. bank rate than we begin to 
talk of 2% percent. There can be no ques- 
tion that we are gorged with bankers’ 
money and are rich in credit, though poor 
in cash. It is all your fault. First you 
sold us at high prices unusual quantities of 
food, and then, instead of taking cash as 
payment, you kindly bought from us your 
own securities, with the result that we 
seem richer than ever, even after paying 

our vill, probably on the balance between 
exports and imports of 40,000,000 pounds, 
which is much larger than the average of 
recent years. 

The chairman of one of our greatest city 
banks the other day estimated the income 
of the nation from foreign investments to 
be less by 16,000,000 pounds than it was a 
year ago, solely because of the splendid 
vigor with which you had 4 your own 
railroad securities formerly held here. This 
is an exaggeration, because for the first 
few months we sold only non-dividend pay- 
ing securities. But now America is taking 
away our Pennsylvanias, New York Cen- 
trals and similar stocks in tens of thou- 
sands a week, and we are becoming poorer 
in revenue with every month that passes.

TRADE IN STEAM ENGINES. 


CORLISS WORKS CHANGE HANDS 


Success of Compressed Air as a Motive 
Power Causes the New 
Combine, 


NEW YORE, Feb. 6.—The transfer of 
the Corliss Steam Engine Works at 
Providence, R. I., to a syndicate of 
capitalists was the first step in the for- 
mation of a combination that will take in 
all the great engine making concerns in 
this country. The Corliss works were not, 
however, secured directly by the Air Power 
Co., as stated, although several members 
of the latter are interested in the new ven- 


ture and the Air Power Co. may join the 
new combination. 

J. H. Hoadley said that the syndicate 
which purchased the Corliss works is com- 
posed of several bankers and business men 
in this city, Boston and Philadelphia, and 
that the Cramps hold the largest interest 
in it. He admitted that both Richard 
Croker and himself were largely interested 
in the venture. 

‘The property was bought outright,”’ said 
he, “The mortgage of the Corliss heirs 
was cleared and they have nothing more to 
do with the works. The acquisition of the 
plant represents an investment of about 
1,600,000. The deal is the beginning of 2 
)combination of the steam engine builders 
throughout the United States. There are 
12 concerns, which by combining, can coli- 
trol the engine making business in this 
country and also to a large extent abroad. 
Of these, oF have already practically 
agreed to join, and it therefore does not 
make very much difference whether the 
others join or not, the probability is that 
ever manufactory will come in.

GEN. GOMEZ HAS NOT AGREED TO 
AMERICAN “GUIDANCE.” 


FOR INDEPENDENCE IN THE END 


He Will Take the Money and Disband 
the Army, but Serves a 
Warning. 


HAVANA, Feb. 6.—As appears from let- 
ters published by Gen. Gomez, with his au- 
thorization, that while he accepts $3,000,000 
for payment of the Cuban soldiers and pro- 
poses disbandment of his army, he has not 
retreated the least from his antagonism 
to interference by the United States in af- 
fairs of Cuba, nor from his devotion to 
plans for independent government, 

In these letters Gomez says: “It is won- 
derful that any of Cuba’s soldiers are left 
alive after such a horrible struggle and its 

ains. We warn you that we may not yet 

ave finished the strange destiny that pre- 
sents this last trial and humiliation. We 
are strangers in our own country, still wet 
with our blood. 

‘Forced guidance is hateful to us. It ap- 
pears that the Americans are reimbursing 
themselves for their spontaneous interven- 
tion in our war of independence. Their de- 
lay in that intervention is etill a shame 
upon them. The Americans instead of aid- 
ing, are obstructing the establishment of a 
free and independent republic. This is our 
house. We are to live in it. We should 
furnish it to our own liking. I say to you 
there cannot be peace while there lasts 
transitory government, imposed by force 
and which is hateful in the eyes of our 
people. 

‘| had hoped to bid farewell to Spain’s 
heroic soldiers, inviting them to return 
and join us as brothersin upbuilding Cuba, 
but the Americans embittered the joy of 
conquerers by the guidance they impose 
upon us. ~ Embittering us, they have also 
added grief ‘to the conquered. 

“In order to put an end to this abnormal 
and unjust situation every one of us must 
render his aid, tendering anew all his ener- 
gies to his country. 1, first of all, offer 
myself without restriction for the accom- 
plishment of the great undertaking of the 
revolution—the erection of a _ republic in 
Cuba.”’ 

This letter, the genuineness of which, is 
unquestioned, has filled the Cubans with 
enthusiasm, and added, if anything could, 
to the old General’s popularity.

And Now the Immense Properties Are Claimed by a 
Young Man Whose Father Was the Single Vio- 
lator of the Law Against Marriage.

BCONOMY, Pa. Feb. 6.—Seven aged and 
infirm people, clinging to life by an almost 
worn-out thread, are all that stand be- 
tween one young man and a fortune esti- 
mated at $4,000,000. John Duss Its the for- 
tunate mortal and he bids fair soon to be 
the sole survivor and heir of a quaint com- 
munistic society which was nestled in 
peace on the banks of the Ohio for nearly 
a@ century. 

Away back at the birth of the nineteeth 
century George Rapp, a youth of some ed- 
ucation and originaiity of thought, became 
s0 obnoxious to the Prussian government 
through his advocacy of communistic doc- 
trines that he was forced to leave his na- 
tive country. Determined to seek a land 
where he would be free to carry his ideas 
into practice, he emigrated to America, 
where political and personal liberty seemed 
to have secured a firm foothold. He landed 
at New Orleans in 1802 and for severd! 
years seems to have explored the almost 
unbroken wilderness of the Mississippi Val- 
ley for a suitable site for a settlement. 
He reached St. Louis and from there turned 
his steps eastward. By this time he was 
followed by a band of intrepid spirits, at- 
tracted by his enthusiasm. 

Finally, Rapp located in Posey County, 
Indiana, and established a settlement along 
the lines of his communistic ideas. The 
settlement was named Harmony. Posey 
County proved unhealthy and a few years 
later Rapp led his followers into Pennsyl- 
vania, They first settled in Butler County, 
where a second “Harmony” was founded. 
Then Rapp heard of the fertile tracts and 
the beautiful site for a town overlooking 
the Ohio in Beaver County and the society 
moved to the present town of Economy, 
Pa., in 1836. Here the society thrived. Jn 
the course of years hundreds of habitations 
rose and to-day busy mills, overflowing 
granaries and fertile fields are numbered 
among the possessions of the society. 

“One for all and all for one’ was the 
motto of this little* band of communists. 
On being admitted to the Harmony 5So- 
clety a new member was obliged, to cede 
all his money and worldly possessions to 
the community. Members received no com- 
pensation for their labors. Some peculiar 
laws there were. No member was per- 
mitted to marry, ‘Father’ Rapp’s theory 
being that every member should be able 
to add his share to the general endeavor. 
Thus there were no members born into 
the society, but all recruits came by elec- 
tion. The members looked not to the fu- 
ture, Dut thought only to secure content- 
ment and plenty in this “world and ever- 
lasting happiness in the next. A tenet of 
the commune was that when “Father” 
Rapp died, Christ was to make his second 
@ppearance on earth and take all members 
to His bosom. 

During ‘“‘Father’’ Rapp’s lifetime and un- 
der his administration the society pros- 
pered wonderfully. Notwithstanding that 
@ sufficiency was all that was aimed at 
the industry of the members brought 
a@nnually a large surplus and wealth ac- 
cumulated. ‘‘Father’’ Rapp made profi- 
table investments of the society’s funds. 

In the later years of Rapp’s reign the 
society reached the height of its prosper- 
ity. After his death, however, disinte- 
Sration began. By this time all the origi- 
nal members had passed the prime of life 
and were well content to abate a little of 
their efforts and enjoy more at ease the 
fruits of their earlier labors and the in- 
come from their weaith. In order that 
there might be enough to go around ad- 
mission of new members became rarer and 
rarer and rarer and finally ceased altogeth- 
er. The lands of the community were 
leased to tenants, while the aging brothers 
and sisters came to pass their declining 
years in peace and free from toil. 


Now but seven remain—six aged women 
@nd one bent man—and they have little con- 
cern for the dissension and dissolution 
which threatens the community. They 


ia i Ae 
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“Father” Henrici, who had succeeded 
“Father’ Rapp as the head of the society. 
Duss took charge of the Economy public 
school. In 189 he was admitted to mem- 
bership in the society through the influ- 
ence of “Father’’ Henrici. Then came his 
election to the Board of Trustees and his 
wife was also admitted to the society. At 
the instance of ‘Father’ MHenrici the 
Dusses took up their abode in the “Great 
House.” Although under the same roof 
they lived apart, in accordance with the 
doctrine of the community. 

The election of Duss and his wife and 
the elevation of the former to power cre- 


place of “Father” Rapp in the “Great 
Garden,” which is Economy’s park, in the 
center of the town. In this garden the 
Economy Society has held its “harvest 
home festivais”’.for the past half century. 
The “harvest home,”’ invariably held after 
the grain crops have been garnered, is the 
thank offering to God for his benificence. 
Each of these festivals in recent years 
has seen fewer and fewer of the aged 
members of the soclety in their accus- 
tomed places in the front benches, while 
the attendance of outsiders has increased 
each year. 

John Duss has welcomed the outsiders 
and hgs introduced many innovations on 
these occasions. He has organized a band 
among the soclety’s tenants and built a 
gaudy band pavilion, too, in the “Great 
Garden.”’ 

At the entrance to the “Great Garden” 
stands the “Great House.” ‘Father’ Hen- 
rici spent his last days in the house. The 
“Great House’’ has been a subject of con- 
troversy in the case now before the courts. 
It is alleged that Dr. Cyrus Teed was in- 
troduced to the society and preached his 
doctrines in Economy, with a _ view to 
transferring his colony there and making 
it part of the Harmony Society. Duss, 
the petitioners allege, “built a fine house 
before ‘Father’ Henrici’s death for the ac- 
commodation of Teed and some of his 
principal followers.’’ This raised a rebel- 
lion among the Harmonites and resulted in 
the withdrawal of some of the members, 
“who received certain sums of money at 
their departure.’’ This dissatisfaction, it 
is said, caused the abandonment of the 
Teed scheme. ’ 

So the Harmony Society, born in peace 
and good will, seems doomed to go to 
pieces in the courts, unless legal delays 
can postpone adjudication some years, 
when there is apt to be left of those in-

ated dissension in the society. Several of 
the members withdrew, claiming that Duss 
exercised undue influence over ‘‘Father” 
Henrici. Thus dissension, so long exclud- 
ed, got a foothold and now threatens to to- 
tally disrupt a community which would 
have soon been dissolved by death.

Court, Mr. 8S. Shoyer, attorney for the 
plaintiff in the action, that began with the

The second section resolves that it shall 
be legal to open meat and provision estab- 
lishments and grocery stores a few hours 
on Sunday in order that the workingman 
can get his food fresh, and that all traf- 
fice in newspapers shall be legal on the 
Sabbath. 

In this sect'on it is further resolved that 
the following kinds of sport are legalized on 
the Sabbath: Bicycling, golf playing, base- 
ball and horse racing. 

At present it is impossible to get ins‘de 
of a meat market, a grocery store or any 
sort of a place of business on Sunday in a 
Connecticut town or city. It is a crime to 
carry a gun or any implement of hunting 
on the Sabbath. The old laws forb‘dding the 
kissing of one’s wife between sunrise and 
sunSet on Sunday and walking four abreast 
on the sidewalk are rarely enforced. That 
against concerns on Sunday is maintained 
with the most rigid‘ty of. all.

PROSPEROUS MEXICO, 


ITS DEVELOPMENT HAS GREATLY 
INCREASED THE NATION- 
AL WEALTH. 


PLANTATIONS ARE GOLD MINES. 


Th: Luxuries of Land Owners Are Like 
Those of the Old South. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Consul General 
Barlow sends to the State Department a 
valuable report on the commerce and in- 
dustries of Mexico. Of the present condi- 
tion of the country, he says: 

The climate of the republic varies from 
cold to tropical heat, and it is owing to 
this circumstance that the products of the 
soil are so varied; hence, the country offers 
exceptional inducements to a laborious and 


intelligent emigrant and to capitalists, from 
the great profits that are to be expecied 
and this fact is admitted generally. Most 
of the great fortunes of Mexico are de- 
rived from plantations whose owners rarely 
see them, and who enjoy large revenues 
from them and are able to live where they 
choose, much after the fashion of tne 
landed class in the South previous to 186), 
except that the evil of slavery is unknown, 
and the people are contented and happy. 
Their wants are few, they make good work- 
men, are docile and easily managed if 
treated with humanity, and, once you suc- 
ceed in gaining their confidence, they are 
excellent factors in the success of an enter- 
prise. Strikes among them are very rare, 
‘and such a thing’as the interference by 
employes with the operations of a factory 
or other enterprise by force is unknown 
and punished by severe penalties. The re- 
sult of this state of things is that large 
manufacturing enterprizes are being started 
everywhere inthe republic, and they are 
doing well, increasing their operations, and 
the failure of any of them is practically 
unknown. In fact, failures of any kind are 
very rare. Most of the business men are 
making money, and the stocks of goods in 
the large shops in the City of Mexico will 
compare favorably with those to be found 
in any of the large capitals of the world, 
although the mammoth department store 
is unknown here. 

Then he describes the agriculture in- 
dustries, and in his advice to Americans, 
remarks: 

I would not advise Americans without 
some capital to seek their fortunes in 
Mexico, since the same reasons that often 
render investments here extremely profiit- 
able make it also the harder for our labor- 
ers, accustomed to good wages and com- 
forts, which, as employes of others, they 
could not obtain here. Wages are low in 
general throughout the republic, and have 
not increased in proportion to the value 
of lands and some exportable products. 

Furthermore, I should not advise anyone 
to come here to locate without some know- 
ledge of Spanish, for, especially in the 
small towns and the country, a@ man un- 
acquainted with the language would be 
ata great disadvantage.

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PEORIA NOT SURPRISED WHEN 
HE WAS ARRESTED. 


WOOED AND WON A RICH WIDOW 


His Eccentricity Then Led Him to Ac- 
cuse His Wife and Threaten 
Citizen’s Lives. 


PEORIA, Ill, Feb. 6.—People who know 
Ambrose Martell in this city the last few 
years were not greatly surprised to hear 
of his outbreak In Chicago, how he was ar- 
rested after making a disturbance at the 
Leland Hotel and later taken to the deten- 
tion hospital for examination as to his sani- 
ty. His many vagaries and eccentricities 
made him a familiar figure on the streets 
of this city, and his passion for notoriety 
and sensationalism, leading him to oddity 
of attire and other eccentricities. 

Martell is a nurseryman. He originally 
came here from Canada, and for years con- 
ducted an extensive business in Kansas 
and was a leading figure in State Prohibi- 
tion politics. He was a member of the State 
Central Committee, and was a candidate 
for Congress on the Prohibition ticket, and 
his office was the headquarters for the fol- 
lowers of that party in his sect‘on of the 
State. Martell moved to Peoria five years 
ago and opened a large nursery near the 
Courthouse, occupying a lot worth $1000 a 
front foot. He had money and improved the 
place until his landlord was arrested for 
allowing the erection of wooden buildings 
within the fire l.mits of the city. Martell 
had three elaborate gates built at the -cor- 
ners of the lot, and in front had a sort of 
roof garden, where a fountain played and 
all kinds of rare plants and flowers aided 
‘n making the resort a delightful summer 
nook. People were attracted by his strange 
actions, but concluded he was a lover of 
nature. 

Martell recently declared that he loved 


but one woman, Mrs. Ellen Barker Mc- 
Roberts, s.ster of Walter Barker, a well- 


known banker of this city. Martell sold 
Mrs. McRoberts a lot of trees and shrubs 


to beautify her splendid property in Knox- 
ville avenue. He loved at first sight, and it 
was natural that Martell should desire 
to personally oversee the planting of the 
trees and shrubbery ordered by Mrs. Mc- 
Roberts. While on his knees, carefuily 
placing the earth around a purple clematis 
plant, Mrs. MoRoberts plucking from the 
vine overblown blossoms, Ambrose Martell 
asked Mrs. McRoberts to share with him 
his joys and sorrows, his failures and tri- 
umphs of life. His petition was accepted 
and Martell hastened to the city to an- 
nounce how he wooed and won. 

Mrs. McRoberts, who is said to be worth 
$500,000, has two sons, and vigorous objec- 
tions were filed when they were told that 
there was to be a wedding at the home in 
a few days. Peoria society was startled. 

The wedding ceremony was performed by 
Dr, T. W. McVety, now pastor of the Meth- 

ist Episcopal Church at Galesburg. 

All went well for a few days at the Me- 
Roberts home. Then Martell’s mania began 
to show. He accused the coachman, the 
gardener and stable man of unbecoming 
conduct, and at the point of a revolver 
forced them to get ow their knees and con- 
fess. He dismissed them from service and 
upbraided his wife for her alleged follies. 
He summoned half a dozen citizens to the 
house and charged them with insulting his 
wife and talking disrespectfully of her. In 
one instance Martell came out secon] best, 
the accused striking him on the head with 
a chair and fleeing from.the house. He 
forced his wife to go with him to the wine 
cellar, where he busied himself an entire 
afternoon emptying bottles and carcks of 
imported wines and liquors. : 

He held her a prisoner in her house and 
forbade her speaking to her friends, com- 
pelled her to submit to having her portrait 
taken in poses similar to those seen in 
theatrical journals, wrote letters t9 the 
minister who officiated at the wedding and 
demanded that he apologize publicly for 
“conduct unbecoming a munister of the 
gospel.’’ Martell was finally arrested for 
threatening to kill and was taken to the 
jail in the patrol wagon. Mrs. Martell 
clung to him and another scene was enacted 
at the McRoberts home. 

Friends of Mrs. Martell induced her to 
sue for a divorce. She insisted that her 
sons were interfering; that they wanted 
her property, and for a long time would 
not listen to the advice of her lawyer, who 
was convinced that Martell wanted money. 
The bill charged cruelty, but the court 
would not sustain the charge, as it did 
not cite specific cases of cruelty. The case 
was appealed and remanded to the Cir- 
cuit Court. The decree was granted, Mar-

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tell tucked $10,000 in his inside pocket and 
walked from the courtroom a free man. 
The cases in the other courts were dis- 
missed. 

Mrs. McRoberts left the city for her 
summer cottage at Ocean Grove and Mar- 
tell started out on a hunt for a new nur- 
Ssery site. He has since believed that he 
is followed by detectives. He says he 
threw one overboard at Niagara Falls and 
struck one in the face at the Omaha Ex- 
Position. At the National Hotel a week 
before he went to Chicago he defied an 
imaginary mob of 100 Jews, whom he said 
wanted to take his life. His arrest in 
Chicago surprised no one here. 


HOW SWIFT CAME TO GRIEF 


Tried to Rob a Saloon a Second Time 
and a Policeman Caught 
Him. 


Michael Swift robbed the saloon of 
Charles George at 612 Morgan street early 
Monday morning. Two hours later he re- 
turned and attempted to repeat the per- 
formance. This time a policeman was on 
the scene, and arrested the enterprising 
Mr. Swift. 

George sleeps above the saloon. About 
4 o’clock he heard the noise of a door shut- 
ting. He took his revolver and went down- 
Stairs to hunt burglars. 
The intruders had fled, but the cash 
drawer was broken open and $4.50 abstract- 
ed. The thief had evidently been alarmed 
in his work and had taken only a part of 
the money in the drawer. 

George notified Policeman Summers, but 
they could not locate the thief. 
Summers remained ifn the vicinity. Art 6 
o’clock his patience was rewarded. A man 
walked stealthily around the corner and 
tried the saloon door. It was open and he 
entered the room, moving across to the 
bar, behind which stood the register. The 
barkeeper, who had come on duty, watched 
his movements from the next room.

Colonies Are a Question of Climate. 
W. Alleyne Ireland tn the Atlantic. 


Writing of the colonial problem now troubling 
the United States, Mr. Benjamin Kidd has said, 
in his little volume on the ‘‘Centrol ef the Trop- 
ics: ‘It is not a question of the relative merits 
of any form of government. It is not even @ ques- 
tion of the relative merits of any race amongst 
civilized peoples; it is simply and purely the ques- 
tion of the witimate relation of the white man te 
the tronics.’’ 

Mr. Ridd bas gone to the heart of the subject. 
In setting out to control tropical possessions, the 
United States haa the experience of six hations to 
draw aupon—Spain, Portugal, Germany, France, Hol- 
land and Great Britain. Three of these may be 
dismiseed at once. Spain and Portugal may serve 
as warnings; they can never serve as examples. 
Germany has had an experience of only 14 years in 
tropical colonization, and no opinion of her methods 
ean be of value uottl ber work has had the teat of 
a longer time. If, however, the true system of cou- 
trolling tropical colonies bas been discovered, we 
may expect to find it in the colonial experience of 
france, Holland or Great Britain.

NO NEW EVIDENCE. 


Little Progress Made in Solving the 
New York Poison Mystery. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6—The only public 
move in the Adams poisoning case an- 
nounced for to-day is the promised appli- 
cation of the District Attorney to the Su- 


preme Court for permission to exhume the 
body of Henry ©. Barnet. This may be 
made, and then again there are certain 
things which have oe caused delay in 
making the application Gnd may lead the 
District Attorney to abandon entirely th.s 
branch of the cage. If he does, there wiil 
be no excuse for further delay in the Adams 
inquest, but if he finally decides to exhume 
the body of Barnet he wi:l have to await 
the chemical analysis of the stomach. This 
may cause further delay of the inquest. As 
a result, Coroner Hart has not yet sum- 
moned a jury for the inquiry on Thursday, 
and will not do so until he receives in- 
Structions from the District Attorney. H. 
©. Barnet’s brother and Dr. Beaman Doug- 
las, who attended Barnet when he was ill 
declare that Barnet died from natura 
causes, and not from poisoning, and it is 
intimated that Barnet’s brother may object 
to the District Attorney’s application to 
exhume the body. If this is done and the 
court refuses to grant the perm.ssion ow- 
ing to lack of evidence of a crime having 
been committed, the best part of the con- 
tention made by the District Attorney in his 
published statement that he knew who poi- 
soned both Barnet and Mrs. Adams _ will 
fall through.

Leng Flights From the Northern to 


the Southern Continents. 
From the Nineteenth Century. 
One of the principal reasons for all the apparent 
mystery which surrounds the migration of birds 
to this day Is that they generally arrive and also 


take their departure at night, and even when forced 
to travel by day, fly at such a height that they 
In spite of the 
great attention paid to this phenomenon in all 
ages, it ts only during the last 30 or 40 years that 
teal light has been thrown on the subject by the 
efforts of such men as Seebobm, Harvie-Brown, 
We may — divide the mi- 

atory birds into three classes—first, those that 
reed in the temperate zones; secondly, those that 
breed im the arctic regions, and lastly, the partial 
migrants. Taking these classes in the order I have 
enumerated, those birds which breed fm the tem- 
perate zones migrate mostiy to countries on the 
equator. and even very far south of it. In Europe 
such birds as the martins, swallows, swifts, 
warblers, quail, landrail, storks and Many others 
migrate to Central and South Africa, even as far 
as the Cape of Hope. In Asia thé bulk of 
the migrants take up their winter quarters in 
Southern India, Ceylon, Sonthern Chita and the 
Malay evehigeiems, while some even wiftter in Aus- 
tralia. including the birds w

struck by a mail car as he was jumping 
from his cab. His fireman, who remained 
in the cab, is uninjured. 

It is thought that mngraoee Fairbanks of 
train No. 1, which should have stopped be- 
fore reaching the switch, mistook a freight 
train on a siding for the passenger train 
and did not slacken speed. The indications 
are that train No. 1 was responsible for 
the accident.

LIKE CANADA'S CAPITAL. 


Premier Laurier and Cabinet Hold a 
Session in New York.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6—For several hours 
yesterday this tity wae almost the capital 
of Canada. S8S'r Wilfrid Laurier, Premier 
of Canada, and his entire official cabinet 
met in the Waldorf-Astoria and transacted 
business just as if they were in Ottawa.

In the first place Sir Wilfr'd Laurier, the 
Premier; Sir Richard Cartwright, Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, and Sir Louls H. 
Davis, Minister of Marine and Fisher‘es, 
are mémbers of the Canadian Joint High 
Commission of eminent Canadians and 
Americans and negotiating for the adjust- 
ment of d.fferences between this country 
and Canada. 

The three gentlemen named were in 
Washington, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier de- 
cided that the other members of his cab- 
inet should meet him in New York rather 
than that he and his fellow members of 
the commission should journey all the way 
to Ottawa to the detriment of the comm’‘s- 
sion’s business. 

The members of hie cabinet who came 
from Canada to meet the Premier were: 

The Hon. David Miel, Min‘ster of Jus- 
tice: the Hon. W. H. Fielding, Minister of 
F nance; the Hon. A. G. Blair, Minister of 
Railwavs: the Hon. J. J. Tarte, Minister of 
Public Works, and the Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
Minister of the Interior. 

The Premier and his associates in the 
Commission arrived from Washington on 
Saturday morning. The Ottawa delegation 
arrived a few hours later in the afternoon. 
A brief conference was held and the rest of 
the day was devoted to enjoyment.

Soldierly Young Canucks Spend a Day 
in St. Louis and Are Prop- 
erly Entertained. 


A special corps of @ cadets from the pub- 
lic schols of Toronto, Ontario, arrived in 
St. Louls on the Illinois Central Railroad 
Monday morning, en route to Tampa, Fla., 
to attend the National Military Convention, 
which opens there Feb. 8 Maj. John 7, 
Thompson has command of the corps. Ac- 
companying the party are Mr. H. Bohreer. 
district passenger agent of the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad, of Detroit; Stephen Ww. 
Burns, chairman of the Schoo! Board, and 
James L. Hughes, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools of Toronto; J. C. Clark, mem- 
ber of the School Board, and representative 


ef the Toronto Globe. Maj, Thompson and 
Mr. Clark are accompanied by thetr wives, 
the only ladies in the party. 

When the corps left the cars they formed 
in columns and marched out of Union 5Sta- 
tion, through the down-town streets, to the 
office of the Mobiie & Ohio Railroad, on 
Olive street, where General Agent F. L. 
Harris received the party and prepared for 
their entertainment during their stay. The 
boys iined up in front of the ticket office, 
and Mr. Marris gave each a neat little em- 
blem. bearing the combined American and 
British flags. These the boys pinned on 
thein blouses. 

The boys attracted much attention a6 
they marched through the streets and when 
they halted a crowd of people gathered 
about them, commenting on their natty 
appearance, None of the cadets is more 
than 16 years of age. but all presented @ 
most soldierly appearance in their neat red 
blouses, black trousers with red stripes and 
bive regulation British infantry caps, set 
rakishly on their heads. Over all they 
wore gray ulsters, Although the corps has 
ite arms and equipments along, they were 
not carried. In lieu of their cadet rifles, 
each boy sported a cane, such as is carried 
by. British sold‘ers when off duty. Before 
coming to this country the permission of 
President McKinley was obtained for them 
to carry their army. 

Supt. of Public Schools Soldan_ enter- 
tained Messrs. Burns, Hughes and Clark 
at luncheon at the Mercantile Ciub Mon- 
day afternoon. The heads of the different 
school departments in St. Louis were pres- 


ent, 

In the afternoon the Toronto party was 
taken out to Shaw’s Garden, Other points 
of interest in the city were also visited. 

This evening the party will board its epe- 
cial Pullman cars, which will be attached 
to the “West India Flyer” of the Mob'le 
& Onid railroad, and the journey to Tampa 
will be. resumed. The Mobile & Ohio will 
transfer the special Pullman at Montgom- 
ery. Ala., to the Plant system, and the re- 
mainder of the trip to Tampa will be made 
over that road.

President of the Allied Concerns Says 


He Regarded His Office as One 
Purely Honorary. 


State Supervisor Harry L. Gray's circu- 
Jar of information, issued for the benefit 
of stockholders of six saving and loan as- 
sociations whose affairs are now being 
wound up, has brought a response from 
Dr. Frank J. Lutz, who became president 
of the allied companies when they were 
merged by A. G. and A. H. Marshall. 

Mr. Gray says in his circular, which re- 
fers to the affairs of the National Savings 
& Ioan Company, Bankers’ Saving & 
Loan Association, Uriversal Savings & 
Loan Company and Republic Savings & 
Loan Company, ali of St. Louis, and the 
Guarantee Savings & Loan, and the Farm- 
ers’ & Mechanics’ Savings Company, both 
of Springfield, Mo., that the money paid 
out was procured by making “straw loans, 
by the buying up of stock at less than its 
Value, and by cashing it to “straw men 
for more than it was worth, involving 
losses of $60,000. 

“The position of President which I filled 
I regarded as an honorary one,” says Dr, 
Tutz. “My profession is surgery and I 
could not well have been expected to take 
an active part in managing these associa- 
tions. I held considerable stock and was 
therefore interested tn seeing profits made 
for shareholders. But details of manage- 
ment were necessarily left to others. 

“last September 1 resigned and I pre- 
@umed everything was going along smooth- 
ly. When we take stock in any con- 
cern it is human nature to look at the 
bright side of the investment. We seldom 
argue on possible loss. Buying shares in 
Joan associations is like any other invest- 


. ment—lI've been interested in them to some 


extent for 20 years. In these associations, 
owing to disturbed business conditions, no 
gnore stock could be marketed and as might 


be expected losses ensued. 


“Mr. Gray no doubt is doing his duty in 
Jooking into these matters. His office is 
Jargely a detective bureau, and his duties 
mainly are to detect errors, mismeanage- 
ment. or violations of law in the conduct of 
‘building, loan and savings’ associations. 
What he has found out I do not know, as 
I have seen none of the circulars. I do 
know that I took the Presidency because I 
was prevailed on to do so, and regarded it 
merely*in an honorary sense without in- 
volving close scrutiny of affairs of the com- 
panies. 

Supervisor Gray’srevelations will no doubt 
bring matters to a crisis shortly. A dele- 
gation from Glasgow, Howard County, Mo., 
was in St. Louis last week to ascertain 
why their dividends were so meager. The 
winding up process is being carried out by 

A. C. Wooley of Springfield; presi- 
dent; W. M. Patterson of Fayette, secre- 
tary; R. H. Haldeman, C. A. Houts and 
Joseph Tapley, directors. These men were 
installed at the suggestion of Supervisor 
Gray, who says they can do the work more 
economically than a receiver. 

The minority faction, on the other hand 
gays that Mr. Gray should have gone into 
court long ago to secure judicial, appoint- 
ment of receivers, but that he hesitated 
because Republican. judges would have 
made the appointments and a Republican 


might have captured the plum.

NO NEED OF AN INQUEST. 


Baby Bowman Died Because Its Wid- 
owed Mother Had No Money for 
Proper Attention. 


Deputy Coroner Drechsler held an in- 
quest Monday on the body of tthe infant 
which died in the arms of its mother, Mrs. 
Ann Bowman, at the City Dispensary Sun- 


day. The doctor says the child died of 
natural causes. 

Behind this simple official announcement 
lies a tale of poverty and misfortune sel- 
dom brought to light even in this large 
city. Mrs. Bowman is scarce 30 years old 
and is a widow. She lives now in a tene- 
ment in the rear of the southwest corner of 
Ninth and O’Fallon streets. She is weak, 
pale and emaciated. She has been a widow 
only since Dec. 30 

Five years ago she was Annie Cook and 
had a position in a shoe factory, where she 
earned a good living. Oscar. Bowman, a 
teamster began paying her attentions, and 
though he was not blessed with much of 
the world’s goods, she loved him and they 
were wed. She gave up her work, and for 
a time Oscar made a fair living. A little 
g'rl was born, but it was taken away from 
them when an epidemic of diphtheria 
passed over the district where ‘they lived. 

Then Bowman was taken ill. He recov- 
ered, but when he began work it was ap- 
parent his strength had gone. Consumption 
had fastened on him. His wife endeavored 
to make a living for both, but was unequal 
to the situation. 

Bowman was sent to the City Hospital 
when the winter opened. Mrs. Bowman 
went to the Female Hospital. On Dec. 17 
her husband succumbed to the disease that 
had long afflicted him. Two weeks later 
Mrs. Bowman gave birth to her baby boy. 

As soon as she was able to leave the hos- 
pital she went back to her humble home. 
A few days ago the infant became ill. The 
unfortunate mother had no money for 
proper medical attention, and the little one 
grew worse steadily. 

When she set out for the City Dispensary 
Sunday she was really unaware that dis- 
ease and lack of attention had made the 
case hopeless. When she unwrapped from 
around the infant’s body the shawl in 
which she had bundled it for protection 
from the cold, she thought the baby was 
asleep. One glace was enough for the.doc- 
tor to know that death had come to put an 
end to the suffering. 


FUEL FUND BEING SWELLED 


Still, Mrs. Owens of Central Mission, 
Has More Requests for Aid Than 
She Can Answer. 


A considerable amount of money and a 
number of orders on coal dealers have been 
sent to Mrs, Sue Owens of Central Mission, 
816 North Eleventh street, in furtherance 
of her plan of distributing free fuel to 


needy old women and widows who have no 
resources, 

Mrs. Judge Elmer B. Adams of West- 
moreland place is treasurer of the fund. 
The cash receipts so far will furnish coal 
for a limited time to only a few families, 
and five times as much could be utilized 
immediately. 

“Some of the money came to me through 
the mails,” said Mrs, Owens, “with no 
names attached, and I want to express 
my gratitude to those kind-hearted givers. 
A number of orders also came to me from 
coal dealers, and a number of ladies who 
called on me agreed to take certain families 
off my hands and see that they were sup- 
plied with coal and wood the remainder 
of the winter. I wish some of the coal 
dealers would distribute 50 or a hundred 
bushels in small quantities at the homes of 
needy persons, whose addresses I would 
furnish them, They. are cases that [ 
have personally investigated, and I know 
they are meritorious. I have no storage fa- 
cilities for coal, hence I must send it di- 
rectly to the homes.”’

WHY DR. SARGENT EXCHANGED 
PULPITS SUNDAY. 


HAD A SAD DUTY TO PERFORM. 


Pastor of Central Congregational 
Church Believes It Best to Re- 
sign From His Charge. 


When the Rev. Dr. Clarence 8S. Sargent, 
pastor of the Central Congregational 
Church at Newstead and Delmar avenues, 
arranged to exchange pulpits Sunday with 
the Rev. Dr. Daniel M. Fisk, of the Comp- 
ton Heights Congregational Church, he 
confided to Dr. Fisk the performance of a 
duty that was too sad for himself to per- 
form—that of reading to his beloved congre- 
gation his resignat:on as pastor, 

Dr. Sargent had determined long ago to 
leave the Central Church, but he postponed 
the announcement of this determination 
from time to time in the fear that the 
emotion and mental suffering that it would 
cause him would result in a serious illness. 
The more he considered ,the subject, the 
more firmly he was convinced that he 
would never be equal to the effort of tell- 
ing his members that he had concluded to 
leave them. He sought the assistance of 
Dr. Fisk, who agreed, after he had been 
informed of all the circumstances, to re- 


lieve him of the unpleasant task. 

The resignation was a surprise to Dr. 
Sargent’s congregation. It was known that 
he had, on several occasions, expressed 
some dissatisfaction with the financial con- 
dition of his church, but there had been no 
intimation that he dntended to give up a 
work into which he had thrown his heart 
and sou! for five years, triumphing over 
many discouraging circumstances and sur- 
mounting many obstacles that would have 
caused. a less determined mind to yield the 
contest, 

The letter of resignation set forth that 
the pastor had concluded it was for the 
best interest of all concerned for him to 
leave the congregation. He said that he 
had labored faithfully to advance its inter- 
ests, but that that he felt he had failed 
and that he owed a duty to his people and 
himself to resign a trust that he had ad- 
ministered with such little satisfaction. 
His letter terminated with the assurance 
that the step he was taking had broken 
his heart, but that under no circumstances 
would it be reconsidered. 

It is said that the congregation will accept 
the resignation during this month. It is 
not known who will be called to succeed 
Dr. Sargent. 

The Central Congregational Church is an 
offspring of the Pilgrim Church at Wash- 
ingtor. and Ewing ayenues. It was organ- 
ized in 1892 and, as an inducement for a 
man of ability to take ite pastorate, the 
mother church agreed to give it $10,000, 
which was to be used in erecting a church 
building. Dr. Sargent, who was then pas- 
tor of the First Congregational Church in 
Adams, Mass., was invited to become pas- 
tor of the new church. Notwithstanding 
that he wae receiving $3500 a year and house 
rent where he was, and that he was to re- 
ceive only $3000 without house rent here, 
he accepted the call. 

Soon after his arrival in St. Louis, the 
mother Church rescinded the $10,000 gift on 
account of the hard times. Then the new 
church was compelled to struggle alone 
against many obstacles. Its original mem- 
bership was 117. This was swelled to 200. 
But there was little financial progress, and 
it was a constant struggle for the little 
congregation to meet its obligations, Fi- 
nally, Dr. Sargent despaired of the outlook 
and resigned. He says he has no plans 
for the future, but he will probably take 
a brief rest from pastoral work. 

Dr. Sargent is prominent in the Congre- 
gational Church. He is past president of 
the Evangelical Alliance and has held 
other important offices.
